An Editorial

Regardless of what tactics the professional pro- 
progandists hired by the Torrance Water Company 
may do or say to confuse the issue and befuddle* the 
public mind, there are certain outstanding facts con­ 
cerning the proposed municipally-owned water system 
that far outshadow any of the side issues- these hire: 
lings may trump up. Here are the facts:

1. The present water company charges $2.25 foe 
1000 cubic feet of water, and the City of Torrance wjll 
charge only $1.10 per 1000 cubic feet, or LESS THAN 
HALF the price you are now paying.

2. There will be NO INCREASE IN TAXES if the 
water bonds carry, as the City Water Department will 
earn sufficient profit on the $1.10 rate to pay off the 
entire amount of the bonds and the interest on them.

3. All water sold by the City of Torrance through 
the new system will be THOROUGHLY PURIFIED and 
ALL OBJECTIONABLE ODORS AND TASTES TAKEN 
OUT BEFORE THE WATER IS PUMPED INTO THE 
MAINS. No longer will it be necessary to pay $2.00 to 
$3.00 per month for bottled drinking water, as the tap 
water will be sweet, and pure, and healthful.

4. The City of Torrance eventually must own its 
own water system in order to get water from the 
Boulder Dam, as all water from the Boulder Dam will 
be distributed in Southern California by the Metro­ 
politan Water District, which is a league of Munici­ 
palities, and NO WATER WILL BE SOLD TO PRIVATE 
WATER COMPANIES. It certainly will be less ex­ 
pensive for the City of Torrance to put in its own 
water system now and let it be paying for itself, than 
to wait ten or fifteen years and be FORCED TO PAY 
A PRIVATE COMPANY A FANCY PRICE under con­ 
demnation proceedings.

5. Only the kind Providence of the Almighty has 
saved this city from the calamity of being without 
water for an indefinite period, as the present water 
system depends ENTIRELY UPON ONE LONE PIPE 
LINE connecting Torrance with the Dominguez Water 
Company wells six miles away at Truck boulevard and 
Carson street. If an earthquake had broken this one 
pipe, or even an automobile had crashed into it as U 
stands exposed over the surface of the road, TOR­ 
RANCE WOULD BE WITHOUT WATER, except for 
the stinking and meagre supply that is contained in tho 
filthy little reservoir now owned by the Torrance Water 
Company. The water in this dirty little uncovered pool 
is unfit for domestic use. It is uncovered, open to re-
